consideration” to attaching it to the 
funding bill before the latter was re- 
ported to the senate. 

It was said that as al result of in- 
formal conferences among democrats, 
Mr. Simmons had been assured that 
his colleagues would support his ef- 
forts to have the amendment attached 
to the funding measure. 

Another Amendment. 

Senator Walsh, democrat, Massa- 
chusetts, also submitted an amend- 
ment to the bill, proposing that any 
agreement resulting from negotiations 
between the proposed commission for 
funding the debt and the foreign rep- 
resentatives should not be binding on 
the American government until the 
consent of the senate had been obtain- 
ed. Such provisions previously were 
pressed before the finance committee, 
but were not accepted, it was said, be- 
cause of objections of the treasury. 

Mr. Simmons,.in the course of his 
speech, declared that when the senate 
committee agréed to strike out the 
provision for a flat 5 per cent inter- 
est rate, it left the way open for “the 
See speculators to gather the 
ruit.” 

The republican majority, in his 
opinion, had in mind that a reduction 
of the interest rates. be demanded of 
the foreign governments in the future. 


Watson Interrupts. 

Senaf®Or Watson, republican, In- 
diana, interrupted to say that he as 
a majority Member, had felt that the 
flat rate provision was unnecessary, 
inasmuch as “your party,“ addressing 
Mr. Simmons, “when in power wrote 
into the Liberty loan acts the provi- 
sions which have governed interest 
rates on the loans up to this time.” 

He declared that the provisions re- 
quiring a rate from the foreign gov- 
ernment approximately equal to that 
paid by the United States on its own 
bonds was the only “rational” way to 
dispose of the question. 

“As for the contemplated redue- 
tion,“ Mr. Watson continued, “I have 
always had such views both as to the 
interest on our own bonds and on 
those of the foreign governments, but 
I do not know that they are shared 
by anyone.

Where would this 
government be if the 5 per cent rate 
were in the law and we reduced our 
éwn rate when this government is 
morally bound to ask no more of the 
foreign governments than it pays on 
its own borrowings?”

CONDITIONS THAT 
PREVAIL IN TEXAS 


Someone may suggest that if Texas 
has mastered the boll weevil why has 
not the state gotten back to her old 
time production when a four-million- 
bale crop for the Lone Star was al- 
most as certain each year as the light 
that follows the dawn, 

In 1920 Texas did produce 3,602,105 
bales—almost her pre-weevil normal. 

In 1921 the acreage was reduted ap- 
proximately 50 per cent and the gross 
roduction compared with 1920 about 

per cent—due entirely to generally 
bad crop conditions ent of 
weevil conditions. 

In 1920 the lint yield per acre was 
about 160 pounds, as compared to an 
average of 125 before the weevils had 
been controlled. It was an unusually 
bad cottou producing year on the 
whole, I am told—the warm and sea- 
sonable spring forcing cotton to heavy 
foliage and shallow rooting. 

This was followed by a drouth that 
began just as the squares began to 
form, and millions of acres of cotton 
were thus literally parched in the 
fields. 

Again it must be remembered here 
aré thousands of te i bea careless, 
hit-or-miss so-called farmers in Texas, 
as everywhere else, who will not, more 
from the lack of energy than brains, 
fight to win anything. 

They choose the path of least re- 
sistance, so long as they get some- 
thing to eat. These “farmers,” who 
put in, in some kind of fashion, a re- 
corded acreage in cotton, set down and 
deliberately let the weevils run away

ROAD WORK GOES AHEAD. 

A report recently made public 
by the good roads bureau of the 
federal department of agriculture 
shows that a total of 493 miles of 
highway in Georgia is being built} 
with the aid of government funds, 
the work being 65 per cent com- 
| plete on this mileage. 

Only one other southern state, 

North Carolina, with 507 miles, 88 
per cent complete, leads Georgia 
in point of the extent to which it 
is availing itself of federal funds 
for highway construction. 
'. Gratifying as this showing is, 
our state highway department can- 
not do better than to increase the 
prodess of roadbuilding to the full- 
est possible extent, and with the 
; sreatest possible haste consistent 
with wise planning and careful ex- 
penditure of funds and effort. 

Recently an additional fund of 
$75,000,000 of federal money be- 
came available, by pro rata appore 
tlonment, to the various states, to 
ald in highway development this 
year. ee | 

The bill appropriating this fund 
was rushed through to enactment 
largely on account of the necés- 
sity of putting to work as many 
men as possible to relieve the 
acute unemployment situation. 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
personally appealed to the various 
states, urging each to delay no 
longer than might be absolutely 
necessary in getting under way the 
new highway construction work 
contemplated by the appropriation.

In the January 21, 1922, issue 
of The Chicago Banker, a banking 
journal of national repute, is the fol- 
lowing article under a New York 
date line: 

“Gates W. McGarrah, for many 
years president of the Mechanics and 
Metals bank, was elected chairman 
of the board of directors at the an- 
nual organization meeting of the 
board.

graduated from Boys’ High school. He 
then went to Lawrenceville, Ga., 
where he became cashier of the Mer- 
chants and Planters’ bank in 1895.

PENALTY PROVIDED 
FOR LACK OF TAGS 


All automobile owners registered in 
1921 who fail to register their cars 
with@the state motor vehicle depart- 
ment by March 1 must pay a penalty 
of $1 to the sheriff of their home 
county if registration is desired during 
the months of March and April, ac- 
cording ta instructions sent out to 
sheriffs of the state Tuesday by S. G. 
McLendon, secretary of state. 

Secretary McLendon said he is send- 
ing, out this notice because of errone- 
ous reports concerning these penalties, 
In explaining the operation of the new 
law. Secretary MeLendon said: 

“This fee of one dollar must be paid 
to the sheriff, and his receipt for same 
must appear on the application before 
the secretary of state during March 
and April may receive application and 
issue license number. If you fail te 
register before March 1, n out appli- 
eation, buy postal money order for 
required license fee, take same to your 
sheriff, have him sign on the applica- 
tion receipt for $1, then owner of car, 
not sheriff, should mail application 
‘order to secretary of state. 
Hold small money order receipt given 
by postoffice, as ten day permit, from 
date stamped thereon. No fee of’$1 
should be paid to sheriff on new cars 
purchased after March 1, or on old 
cars registered after May 1, for re- 
mainder of 1922.“

In its two-day incursion into the 
Siberian field, the Fur Eastern com- 
mittee contented itself with listening 
to and spreading on the conference rec- 
ord detailed statements of the respec- 
tive views of thé Japanese and Ameri- 
can governments. Japan’s declaration 
disclaimed territorial designs in 
1 but set forth the reasons that im- 
pel her to keep troops in eastern Sibe- 
ria, and the reply of the United States 
reiterated the desire that there would 
result no pernianent infringement 


upon Russian integrity. 
France Trusts Japan. 

Except for the French, who ex- 
pressed confidence in the Japanese 
pledge to withdraw from Siberian soil 
as soon as stable conditions will ber- 
mit, no other delegation joined in the 
Seeretary ughes pro- 
posd the readily -accepted resolution by 
which the item was wiped off the con- 
ference program; to appear no more 
until the pronouncements of the two 
governments are formally entered in 
— minutes of the next plenary ses- 
sio 

The last difference over principle in 
the naval treaty, relating to the fortifi- 
cations status quo in the Pacific, was 
swept away in informal consultations 
among the chief delegates after it had 
held up completion of the treaty text 
for many days. Under the settlement, 
the British plan of defining a latitude- 
and- -longitude boundary for the status 
quo zone is repdaced by the Japanese 
suggestion that instead there be a list, 
by name, of the islands which must not 
be further fortified. The Japanese 
agreed that the Japanese Bonin group 
one be included under the prohibi- 
ion 

A further cause for delay develoned. 
however, when the Japanese plenipo- 
tentiaries declared their desire to sub- 
mit the fortifications articles in exact 
phraseology to Tokio for approval. 
The Tokio officials already have 
agreed to all but the minor details of 
wording and a favorablé reply is ex- 
pected within a few days. 


Pact Re-Defined. 


Re-definition of the geographical 
scope of the four-power Pacific treaty, 
alpeady signed, took the form of a 
\Series of notes which have been com- 
pleted and mutually approyed by the 
four powers and will be formally ex- 
changed for the récord before the 
Washington confere ds. They 
reverse the previous inforthal agree- 
ment of the delegates and provide 
that in construing the Areaty here- 
after the major Japanese islands, in- 
cluding the Bonin group, shall not 
be elassed among the “insular pos- 
sessions and dominigns” to which the 
instrument applies. 

In the Shantung negotiations be- 
tween the Japanese and Chinese, it- 
became apparent that outside pres- 
sure for a settlement was increasing 
as the two groups met to clear away 
various minor details of the -points 
on which they already have agreed. 
The question of the Tsingtao-Tsinanfu 
railroad, now virtually the only unde- 
termined issue, was not touched upon 
at the meeting. but. it was aédfively 
under consideration in American and 
British quarters because of the exer- 
eise of good offices” by Secretary 
Hughes and Arthur J. Balfour. 

By conference officials in close fouch 
with the progress of the American- 
British compromise effort, it was said 
tonight that a settlement was “very 
near.” Both the Japanese and 
Chinese refused to make predictions, 
but they showed evidence of a willing- 
ness to resume the ratlroad discus- 
sions directly, as a result of the de- 
velopmetns of the lagt few days.

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Miss Grace Abbott, chief of the chil- 
dren’s bureau of the department of la- 
bor, and national leader in child wel- 


} fare work, delivered a lecture of great 


import yesterday afternoon at the At- 
lanta Woman's club, before an audi- 

ence of women interested in child wel- 

fare, social service and community 

betterment. * 

Miss Abbott touched, in a broad way, 
upon the work of the children's bureau 
among the 30,000,000 children in the 
United States; she explained bow the 
children's bureau was created nine 
years ago, and stated that at the time 
the children’s bureau was established, 
there was nothing like it in any other 
country. 

“We realized the importanec of hav- 
ing the entire problem of children con- 
sidered as a whole,” said Miss Amott. 
“Consequently, we wanted an outlook’ 
which gave us all the aspects of child 
eare. The bureau enables us to do this 
very kind of work. It investigates and 
reports upon all aspects of child life-— 
orphans, diseases of children, juvenile 
court, child labor, éducation, etc. The 
bureau was organized in three divi- 
sions—child hygiene, social service and 
in@ustrial. The social hygiene division 
makes a study of infant mortality and 
makes demonstrations in various parts 
of the country, with the view of help- 
ing local people get the kind of consul- 
tation they need. 

“The social service division has for 
its field all of the children needing 
special care. In that division they 
make investigation of delinquency, 
dependency, mental defectives, meth- 
ods of caring for them, and methods 
of preventing delinquency and depend- 
ency. The industrial division studies 
the problems of child labor in all its 
phases.” 

Shepherd-Towner Act. 


Miss Abbott came to the main part 
of her talk and the real purpose of 
her visit—the creating of interest in 
the Shepherd-Towner bill, which be- 
came effective November 23. She dis- 


cussed the operation of this angers 


in its passage through the house and 
senate, and how it finally became a 
law after : rewritten and the 
title of the act changed to “Bill to

ternity and Infancy.” 

“It was a very interesting experi- 
ence that the women had in getting the 
act throumb congress,“ asserted Miss 
Abbott, and was an indication of the 
most astute work women have done.

Our infant mor- 
tality rate is between 12 and 14.“ 
Miss Abbott explained that the 
Shepherd-Towner dct provides for a 
co-operative scheme between the states 
and the federal government for the 
promotion of welfare and hygiene of 
mothers and infants and the sum ap- 
propriated for the entire country wa 
1.800.000 for the first year. :

Other Matters Considered. 


A movement to have the confer- 
ence indorse extension of the War 


Finance corporation by congress for |

are some of the other matters under 
discussions by committees. 

Representative Sumners, of Tex- 
as, today submitted to the cohfer- 
ence's committee on markets sugges- 
tions for establishing the “business of 
agriculture” upon a basis of relative- 
ly permanent economic strength: and 
of bringing about economy and uni- 
tormity in the sale and distribution 
of commodities. His suggestions in- 
cluded standardization of agricultural 
commodities with reference to their 
use rather than “for ‘future board’ 
transactions,” establishment of a ware- 
house system under which commodi- 
ties could be graded, stored and guar- 
anteed in assignable receipts, and sale 
through a marketing agency by grade 
classifications with delivery from 
warehouses of original or secondary 
storage. 

Mr. Sumners also suggested an 
“adjusted credit system, supplement- 
ing but not supplanting, existing credit 
extending facilities,“ to provide “a 
longer time credit at a fair interest 
rate” to carry commodities for “orderly 
marketing.” He proposed that the 
agencies he suggested be co-ordinated 
to function as a unit in facilitating 
sale and distribution of farm products. 

Studying Europe. 

The tonference turned to Europe to- 
day for a study of factors causing the 
general American farm depression and 
for possible means of relief. 

G. F. Warren, of Ithaca, N. X., 
just back from a trip of investigation 
in Europe, told the delegates of the 
effect of the situation there on Amer- 
ican agriculture and emphasized the 
need of accurate information for 
American farmers as to European 
production and demand. 

„For some years the conditions in 
Europe will be subject to erratic 
changes both in supply and demand,” 
said Mr. Warren, “if we are to adjust 
our production to mect the changing 
demand we must have the fullest and 
most carefully analyzed information. 
Agriculture is not a one-year business. 
We need to know all the currents of 
European movement as far in advance 
as possible. This involves continued 
study of Huropean and later of Rus- 
sian farm co itions by men who are 
skilled in the interpretation of farm 
tracts. We also need continuous in- 
formation that bears on demand. In 
normal times market: prices furnish a 
‘poor enough guide to farmers in adjust- 
ing production to demand, but now 
and for some years to come we must 
know much more than present prices 
if we are to make wise plans.” 

Prices Still High. 

Mr. Wafren asserted that because 
deflation did not begin in Europe un- 
til last year, prices there were still 
much above the pre-war level and had 
stimulated pruduction to meet the de- 
mand. 

“Formerly Europe financed much of 
our world trade in farm products. Now 
we must do it,” declared Mr. Warren, 
adding, this means readjustment in 
the methods of financing American 
agriculture.” 

Storage facilities for surplus crops, 
adequate financing and standard grad- 
ing to meet competition in the world 
markets were suggested by Mr. War- 
ren as additional means of relief for 
the American farmer. 

Eugene V. Meyer, Jr., managing di- 
rector of the War Finance corpora- 
tion, detailed to the conference the 
work of that governmental agency. 

Cotton “Key” Product. 


The collapse of the cotton market, 
Mr. Meyer said, did more than any- 
thing else to bring on the break in 
| other markets, as cotton, he declared, 
‘was a “key” product. The War Fi- 
nance corporation director praised co- 
operative farmers’ associations and 
advocated sufficient warehouse faeili- 
ties and financial means to enable pro- 
ducers to market their product in an 
orderly manner. 

Speaking of the results of the ad- 
vances to finance cotton, Mr. Meyer 
said that “‘although the shock of the 
experience of the last year is still be- 
ing felt, we are justified, I believe, in 
saying that the cotton-growing states 
may view the future hopefully.” 

Machinery must be provided, he con- 
tinued, to meet changed conditions in 
the consuming foreign markets and in 
domestic markets. 

For Larger Marketing. 

“We mus recognize,” 
the necessityof selling our agricul- 
tural products more gradually than 
we did in former years, and the cor- 
respondng necessity of carrying our 
commodities for a longer period of 
marketing. We need the machinery 
that will make possible a twelve 
months' marketing of our annual pro- 


duction.“ 

Weal C. Mitchell, an economist 
of New York, told the delegates it was 
reasonable to expect that the purchas- 
ing power of gold would return nearer. 
to pre-war levels, and that the com- 
modity price tendency over a long pe- 
riod would trend downward. 

“T don’t cherish the delusion that we 
ane helpless victims of inexorable ee. 
omic laws which contro our fates.”

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Business Improvement 


B HERBERT P. HOWELL 
Vice President of the National Bank of Commerce, of New York 


Editor's Note—The  Constitu- 
dion today publishes the second 
installment of an unusually inter- 
esting discussion of present finan- 
cial conditions in America, writ- 
ten by Herbert P. Howell, prom- 
inent New York banker. In his 
first installment Mr. Howell told 
why business has improved, and 
today outlines certain serious ele- 
ments of maladjustment that can 
not be igno 


Among the obstacles to reducing the 
costs of production distribution are 
certain ciasses of wages. Mining, 
transportation and building labor must 
be further readjusted. The etfects of 
these still relatively high wages per- 
meate all kinds of business. There 
can be no thoroughgoing completion 
ot general readjustment until these 
sources of high production and distri- 
bution costs have been dealt with. 

Similarly, on the cost side of doing 
business, is the burden of taxation. 
‘The country’s obligations must be met 
by taxes. Relief in this situation must 
be worked out through the difficult 
process of reducing current govern- 
ment expenditures and through shift- 
ing the burden of necessary taxation 
80 as to reduce as much as possible 
its hampering effects upon produc- 
tive enterprises. The new tax law 
and reduced aggregate tax levy are 
encouraging features. 

Again on the cost side of business 
are the debts created by the exten- 
sive funding of current obligations fol- 
lowing the m. This has created 
interest and- amortization charges 
against present and future earnings. 
Also, the burden of high overhead 
charges from extensive, overbuilt or 
idle plant equipment has to be reek. 
oned with. 

REDUCE WASTE 
INCREASE EFFICIENCY. 


Thege various sources of special pro- 
duction and distributing costs add to 
the difficulties of doing business, of 
reducing prices and, therefore, to the 
slowness of recovery. While they are 
operative they must be met by econo- 
mies in other directions. It ean be 
said that never before in modern in- 
dustrial history has there been such 
a pressing need for economy, never 
before such an imperative necessity 
io reduce wastes and increase effi- 
ciency. 

Finally, on the cost side of busi- 
ness must be cited the high-priced in- 
ventories still to be reduced. Despite 
the general progress. made in inven- 
tory readjustment, there are many 
lines yet carrying a heavy burden 
here. 

Impaired buying power made im- 
possible in many cases the distribu- 
tion of stocks at prices! covering pro- 
duction costs. It seems inevitable 
that some further losses must be taken 
on this account. Here again there ap- 
pears to be no alternative but to off- 
set these losses by unusual econo- 
mies in the total activities involved in 
handling such stocks. 

On the marketing side of business 
we are confronted with a choppy con- 
dition of prices. Many prices have 
gone much further toward the pre- 
war basis than others. This has 
made impossible, for instance, the ab- 
sorption by the agricultural com- 
munities of normal volumes of retail 
goods whose prices have not fallen 
10 so great an extent as have prices 
for farm products. 

Again, as to market conditions, al- 
though some prices have apparently 
reached , comparatively stable levels 
and no general collapse is to be 
feared, nevertheless there are some 
prices where further changes are to 
be expected. 

This is true where excess stocks 
of raw products are overhanging the 
market because of overproduction or 
impeded distribution. Further down- 
ward movements may be expected 
here. On the other hand, there are 
undoubtedly some prices which will 
be driven temporarily upward in 
eases where there has been too great 
a curtailment of production. As 
existing stocks are absorbed short- 
ages may develop. 

In general, the price situation 
characterized by a number of incon- 
sistencies. 

FOREIGN DEMAND 
IS NECESSARY. 

Finally, there is the effect of the. 
situation in the world markets upon 
domestic industry and commerce. 
America is a quantity production 
country. It must, therefore, have 
world markets. This is broadly true 
in respect to many of our manuiac 
turing industries. 

The consumption demands of Amer- 
ica alone are not sufficient to absorb 
the total outputs of such productive 
interests at prices to keep them fully 
employed on a satisfactory basis. 
Excess production must be sold in the 
markets of the world. While the 
world markets are in their present 
demoralized condition, the marketing 
of such surpluses will be a problem. 

America has the resources and is 
equipped to do a tremendous business, 
both in the domestic field and in the 
foreign field. But the markets, both 
in the domestic field and the foreign 
field,, are still greatly out of gear. 
Business cannot go ahead with the 
full swing of confidence and pros- 
perity until these markets are brought 
back into gear. 

In the foregoing, I have attempted 
to picture the structural framework 
of the present business situation. It 
is obvious further drastic readjust- 
ments must be made. These read- 
justments, looked at in detail and 
detached rom broad considerations, 
may seem in some mstances to imply 
adverse effects upon one class in the 
community as distinguished from 
others. This is a narrow view to 
take o them. It is — rhaps the nat- 
ural human view. he human ele- 
ment in business is a factor to be 
considered as well as the foregoing 
more technical aspects. 

For instance, in the case of wage 
readjustments, there is nothing in that 
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suggestion inimical - to the interests 
of labor. 
wage scales are 


rbirtrary m 
obviously not the fu —— consid- 
eration in the best interests of the 
worker. Business activity, steady em- 
ployment and maximum purchasing 


labor the standard of living it de- 
mands. In so far as reduced wages 
help restore business activity, bring 
about steady employment and reduce 
the cost of living, the interests of 
labor, business and the general public 
are absolutely identical. It is a hope- 
ful sign of the times that most classes 
of labor have accepted this viewpoint. 


REGARDING VIEWS 
ON RETAIL PRICES. 


Again, the requisite further reduc- 
tion of retail prices may seem to im- 
ply a readjustment bearing moré heav- 
ily upon one business element than an- 
other. But the case is not different 
in essentials from that of labor. What 
the retail business men obvioualy 
want is volume and steadiness in 
business. It is, generally speaking, 
immaterial to them what price leveis 
prevail so long as there is a fair mar- 
gin between selling and buying prices. 
As general living costs go down a 
narrower net profit gives just as much 
purchasing power as would E greater 
profit when general living costs were 
Up. . 

Lower retail prices will benefit the 
publie and benefit the merchant by 
stimulating his sales. It is an im- 
pulse for better business activity that 
will flow back to the ultimate sources 
of production. It will help in the 
clearing up of difficulties of all 
stages. 

‘hese instances of wage and price 
readjustments are cited to emphasize 
the community of interest that all ele- 
ments have in the consummation of 
readjustment. The cases named are 
not different from others that might 
be mentioned. 

It is not the carrying out of these 
movements that causes injustice. No 
business element can expect to see cor- 
rections in other phases of business 
and avoid a similar process in re- 
spect to its own. No class in the 
community can expect to enjoy the 
benefits of deflation without sharing 
the burdens. Deflation, if it means 
anything, means a reduction of in- 
comes as well as expenditures. It 
means a reduction of consumers’ as 
well as producers, prices. It means 
a reduction of wages and salaries 
as well as profits and dividends. But 
it need not mean a reduction in gen- 
eral standards of living if these va- 
rious reductions proceed to a state 
of equalibrium. 


FUTILE TO RESIST 
READJUSTMENTS. 


There can be no equilibrium if any 
element in the community by resist- 
ing readjustment seeks to establish 
higher real wages or higher purchas- 
ing power for the fruits of its efforts 
than are justified by economic rela- 
tionships. with other phases of indus- 
try mmeree and finance. 

Fortunately, we can rely upon eco- 
nomic forces to go forward impartial- 
ly. They are no respecters of persons. 
In the long run they will not permit 
any class, as a class, to entrench it- 
self permanently, as a result of war 
and postwar conditions, in @ more fa- 
vored position than the intrinsic value

There perhaps has been a sugges- 
tion of business fatalism in what has 
been said. The outlook for the year, 
it may have seemingly been implied, is 
that business men will be subject to 
econdmic forces beyond their control. 
It hds been said that economy, con- 
servatism and efficiency will, prevail 
because there is no alternative. It 
has also. been. said that economic 
forces will control the course of 
events. 

I am no business fatalist. In the 
past, with recurrent eras of prosperi- 


ty and depression, it has sometimes 


seemed as though business were sub- 
ject to the coming and going of in- 
exorable tides. In the present situa- 
tion, too, the war set forces in motion 
that have seemed overwhelming. But 
I am confident that effective ways 
are being found to diminish these con- 
ditions. 

GREATER DEMAND 

FOR INITIATIVE. 

Never before was there a greater 
demand for individual initiative in 
business, never before a greater need 
for penetrating judgment. Recogni- 
tion of the larger principles controlling 
business conditions does not mean an 
admission of helplessness. These 
principles are guideposts to success, 
not barriers to individual achieve- 
ment, 

To say that the times require to an 
unusually high degree the practice of 
conservatism, economy and efficien- 
cy is only to say that they require the 
intensive application of the methods 
by which, in the long run, the lasting 
and substantial progress of the world 
has been built. The full fruits of 
brilliant ioneering enterprise, in 
whatever field of endeavor, would 
never have been harvested had not dis- 
covery been @llowed by hard work. 

There has ‘'deyéloped at the end of 
the year just.elosed a remarkably gen- 
eral consensus among those qualified 
to pass judgment on business condi- 
tions that the worse is over and better 
lies ahead. In this judgment I hearti- 
ly concur. The year 1922 may not 
be one of great realizations and fulfill- 

ments, but it will be one of loving the 
strong foundations for better business 
years to come.

He preferred to buy only to meet current 
demands instead of laying in a year’s supply during or immediately 
after the harvest, as had been in practice in ths past.
